Those  in  the  club  were 
of  great  help  to  the  teachers  who  had 
not  yet  learned  the  techniques  of  the 
machines.

Mr.  Mathias  heads  those  who  are  inter- 
ested into  deeper  study  of  stamps  and 
coins.  The  group  collects  their  belong- 
ings together  and  brings  them  to  their 
meetings  to  show  them  and  tell  what 
they  are  worth  and  where  they  got 
them.
